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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's argunnents have been fully 
considered, however, they are not persuasive. The applicant argues that LeMole does not teach or suggest "getting a direct or indirect 
reference to a destination based on user infornnation in a user profile accesssed via a networked autonomous user profile store; and 
causing the browser to browse to that destination wherein the step of getting a reference connprises accessing a user profile to obtain the 
destination reference". The examiner respectfully disagrees. Lemole teaches accessing an associated and networked database of user 
profile information in order to get references to a destinations, I.e. hyperlinks to advertiser's sites presented in the form of a customized 
advertising page to display to the user via the browser; and browsing to, i.e. displaying the advertiser's site upon user selection of the 
hyperlinks presented, as recited in column 2, lines 58-67 and column 3, line 66 - column 4, line 35 and Figure 1. Lemole teaches that 
the user profiles are stored in a user profile store, i.e. database 112, as recited in column 4, lines 12-58; furthermore, the user profile 
database is connected to the server in order to communicate user profile information to the server (column 4, lines 12-58 and Figure 1 ) 
and is therefore an autonomous entity that is networked to the communications system shown in Figure 1. In addition, the applicant 
argues that the database utilized by the CAR server in Lemole is not accessible by third party web sites. The examiner repsectfully 
points out that the language of the claimed limitations do not explicilty recite or require that the user profile store be accessible by third 
party web sites. The applicant's arguments have not placed the application in condition for allowance, and therefore, the claims remain 
rejected according to the final office action dated 1/19/2006. 
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
